Every Evidence that Bussia wilt 
sweep the Country 

Lonpon, May 6.—The Russian forces 
in Asia are advancing in a semi-cirele 
towards Erzeroum, while the Turkish | 
forces are: concentrating in a triangle 
of Erzerour, Olitz and Kars, The 
Turks’ position is so far a good one, 
the Russian advance is too ex- 
“to be except by the 
number of men in reserve and follow~ 
ing up the advance. According te in- 
formation received here there are no 
less than 140,000 men conducting and 
supporting the movements. ‘Significant 
of the thoroughness of the Russian 
advance so far is the fact that each 
corps has kept up communication with 
the others throughout. This has been 
accomplished by the Cossacks. The 
number of Turkish troops at and be- 
tween Erzeroum, Kars and Batoum 
amount to 64,000 regulars, of whom 
2,000 are cavairy and about 4,000 artil- 
lery. In addition there are some 6,000 
militia and about 5,000 cavalry. Kars 
is well armed, but the detached forts 
are badly placed, and cover each other 
insufficiently or not at al!, nor are anv 
of the fortresses well provisioned with 
the exception of Erzeroum. 

Lonpon May 7.—The porte accepts 
the German protectorate of Russian 
subjects. 

Theczsr,addressing the estates at Mos- 
cow, concluded to-day: Iam happy to 
be able to thank my people for their 
patriotism, which has been proved by 
deeds. Their readiness to undergo 
sacrifices exceeds our expectations. 
May God assist us to fulfill our task, 
and bless our troops, who are about to 
engage in combat for faith, emperor 
and fatherland.

(as a large majority of arrests made 
there recently were on, old warrants 
running back one or two years), in 
order to comply fully with the require- 
ments of the resolution under which ] 
was acting. In doing this, I followed 
as nearly as I could the moyements of 
those who made the arrests, and give 
such information ag I gathered in doing 
so, in the different localities I visited. 
These localities, as far as I could learn, 
are known as Frog Mountain, Fighting 
Town, Board Town Ureek, Noou Toot- 
ley and Ticanettley creeks, in Fannin 
county; the central,southern and south- 
eastern parts of Gilmer county, and 
some portions of Pickens. 

On or about the lst of February, 
1877, a party of deputy United States 
marshais, with a deputy collector and 
a body of United States trcops., left 
Oartersville, in Bartow county, and 
making Ellijay, in Gilmer county, their 
objective point, proceeded after reach- 
ing there, and making that place a base 
of operations, to visit the different 
localities I have mentioned. 

I proceeded directly to Frog moun- 
tain; first visited the house of Ayers 
Jones, in which a lieutenant of the 
United Statesjarmy. recently lost his 
life, having been -killed by a party or 
parties, who up to the present writing 
are unknuwn. This house I found to 
be a rude log cabin, built of rough un- 
hewn oak logs, ani! was entirely de- 
serted.

He 
was carried away without being al- 
lowed time to prepare his clothing. 
He is about seyenty-four or seventy- 
fiye years of age. 

‘* 1 offered to show recommendations 
from various partiesas to my husband’s 
past character. [uey said they had 
come for revenge, not for recommenda-

I was then 
app oached by T. F. Greer, an attornev 
at flaw, who asked ‘me what it meant. I 
told him I was. willing te-do as 
ot.ers had done, and pay some. 
thing to get out ot the trouble. He 
then left the room, and I gaw 
him talking to Blacker. He returned, 
and I gave him thirty dollars. In a 
little time I was called in for trial before 
Commissioner Collins. I was triedaud 
acquitted. Since that time I have been 
approached tor more money for the 
same thing, but did. not give it. 

“The money I paid, it was distinctly 
understood, was for the settlement of my 
case, and not as an attorney’s fee.”

Bradley, of Pickens county, 
says: “In 1873 I was informed that 
there was @ warrant against me for vio- 
lating the internal revenue laws, and

R. M. Watson says: “I am thirty- 
three years old, and a citizen of Fannin 
county. On or about the 23d day of 
February, 1877, there came to me, at 
the house of Mr. Davenport, some men 
o@iling themselves Deputy U. 8. Mar- 
shals, and told me to consider myself 
under arrest. I asked them by what 
authority ; and they said they had the 
papers, but without showing any, 
carried me to a guard tent, and placed 
me with others that had been arrested. 

“From there I was carried to Mor- 
ganton, and from there to Cartersville, 
where I remained in jail about one 
week —was given no comunitting trial, 
but was carried to Atlanta, kept in jail 
ten days, was then tried and acquitted, 

“Up to this time, although over one 
handred and thirty miles from home, 
in a mountain country, 1 was never 
shown a warrant for my arrest, nor was 
I ever told why I was arrested. _ 

From the time of my arrest until my 
discharge. my treatment was such as to 
cause me to suffer both from hunger 
and exposure. 

“I brought butter to camp, when 
asked to do so, and after selling it to 
some of them, through a negro said to 
be waiting on Captajn Cook, for 124c. 
per pound, was cursed by this same 
negro, and told that th. butter was 
mixed with tallow.

They 
closed both doors, Blacker taking his 
seat by one door and Anglin on 
the other side of thesame. One of the 
soldiers proposed to them to leave and 
not bother the woman and little chil-| 
dren any ~-more. (I would state 
here t. they asked me 
before why I was up when = they 
came. I told them I was up attendi 
to my sick children.) Hewas answered 
by the man cailed Blacker, with an 
oath, stating that he would stay there 
as long as he pleased, and do as he 
pleaped while there. The soldier said 
that the men with the horses would get 
cold, Blacker said he did not care; 
that he had sent three men for the still, 
and that’ he would remain until they 
had brought it.

STATEMENT NO. 4. 


Elizabeth Jones, wife oi T. M. Jones, 
says: “About sixty or seventy men 
came to my home on or about the 23d 
day of February, 1877.

One addressed a Mrs. Walker, 
who was with me, saying she was the 
damned b—h who had killed that man, 
referring to Lieut. McIntyre, and when 
she denied it he called for handcuffs, 
and said he would carry her to jait 
and allow her to rot there. They asked 
her for her husband, and were told that 
she had had none since the war. By 
this time I was so affected by fright 
that I had to be put to bed. I had 
given birth to a child only a few days 
before. After I was a littie restored, J 
told him where the still house was as soon 
as I was asked, and said I would show it 
to them if I were able. Mrs. Waiker 
showed them the still house. They 
killed five hogs and then left, carrying 
Mrs. Walker, and leaving her three 
children,” 

STATEMENT No. 5. 


Jchn H. Jones, aged seventy-four 
years, a citizen of Fannin county, says 
that, “On or about the 23d day of Feb- 
ruary, 1877, there came to my house a | 
party of United States deputy marshals, 
soldiers, &c. 

“At the time of their arrival I was 
absent, looking about some sheep. I 
found the marshals and soldiers when 
I returned to my house. I was called 
out to the fence by one Pat Sheridan, 
who told me he had me now, and that 
I was gone up for ten years. ' asked 
for his authority for arresting me. 

_ “He answered by cursing and swear- 
ing, and saying I wouid see it time 
enough. said he had the authority, 
and that if tep years would not do, that 
twenty years would settle me. A. man 
by the name of Robbie then began to 


James M.- Jones, of Fannin county, 
says, anderoath: “On or about the 4th 
day of February of this vear therecome 
to my house some men calling thew- 
selves United States reyenue officers. 
Among them was a man named Good- 
win, and.one named John Ralston, whu 
entered my house and inquired as to 
my whereabouts. Una being told that I 
was in my bed, he approached me say- 
ing that he, Goodwin, had a warrant 
forme. I asked to see the warrant, 
He said he did not have it with him, 
but would show it to me at Ellijay, at 
which place he promised that I should 
have a committing trial. 

“I was carried to Ellijay, where I was 
kept ior two days, and from there was 
taken to Oartersville, where I was kept 
in jail for ten days before I was given 
atrial. While in Ellijay I was ap- 
proached by A. J. Glenn, of Pickens 
county, who asked me if I wished 
counsel, and suggested W. T. Day, a 
lawyer of Pickens county, who came 
to see me in the jail at Cartersville on 
a Thursday morning and asked me if I 
knew the charges contained in the 
warrant against me. I told him I did 
not; that I had never seen the war- 
rant, or heard it read. He went out, 
telling me he would see it, and imme- 
diately told me that he had also seen 
the namesof the witnesses against me, 
and that my case would ‘sour’ right 
there in case i could not pay money ; 
that for one hundred and fifty dollars 
he could settle the case, and asked me 
how much money I had, and what. I 
would do. I told him I had only 
twelve or fifteen dollars, but thatin no 
case would I give more than fifty dol- 
lars to make a settlement. He told me

Milton Holt, under oath, says: “I am 
a citizen of Gilmer county; am about 
thirty years old; was raised in this 
county.

“On returning trom Atlanta, Huff- 
man said he had succeeded in holding 
his office, and that the parties who had 
failed to pay the five dollars would now 
have to pay fifty dollars to get their cases 
seliled. Jasper Fowler paid five dollars ; 
Isaac Burleson paid seventy five dollars, 
and Wheeler paid fifty dollars.” 


STATEMENT No. 21. 


John R. Reece, of Pickens county, 
says: “In the year 1873 I wasinformed 
that there were warrants against me 
and William Akins for violating the 
United States revenue law in the 
hands of A. W. Huffman. Huffman 
sent us word that for twenty-five 
doliars each he would settle our 
cases. I went and saw him myself, 
and tried to get him to cutit down 
some lower.

weorge B. Chamberlin says: “I am 
an internal revenue agent of the United 
States government. 

“My ideas of the causes offthe recent 
arrests made in the county of Gilmer, 
is thet parties in that county,and in 
the counties of Pickensand Fannin, in 
this state, have violated the United 
States revenue laws. The cause of 
troops being sent there recently was 
that reports had been made to the de- 
partment at Washington, that the yio- 
lations of the law were on the increase, 
rather than on the decrease. Repre- 
sentations were also made that it was 
impossible for the civil officers to exe- 
cute the law in that locality, without 
the protection ot the military. 

“These representations were e 
by me on information given me by 
officers charged with the execution of 
the law, and from my own personal 
observations. 

** Just prior to sending troops to Gil- 
mera deputy marshal by the name of 
Goodwin had his prisoners taken from 
him by a posse of citizens, his own life 
threatened, and his horse shot. I think 
this occurred in the locality where the 
troops were sent. I do not know of 
any other dircct resistance of officers of 
the governtnent, since the killing of 
Emory. Butl have been frequently 
informed by various persons, some 
them residing 1n that locality, that it 
was useless to attempt to make arrests 
there without the aid of the military.

I used no proian- 
ity, nor heard any while in the house.” 

CONCLUSIONS ARRIVED AT. 
ihese s:atements, with more thana 
hundred others, which I have taken 
orally, forced me to come to the follow- 
ing conclusions in regard to the “caus- 
’ of recent arrests made in the coun- 
ties of Fannin, Gilmer and Pickens: 

1. That while there may have been 

a large number of persons in thes2 
ovunaiin who had (knowingly or un- 
knowingly), violated the revenue 1 ws 
of the United States government, a 
long while before, or immediately ‘pre- 
ceding the recent arrests, there never 
never has been a time when an officer 
of the government could not have 
execuied a legal warrant upon any one 
who was ap offender. 

2. That any troubles that may haye 
arisen there were caused, not by an 
open resistance to the laws, ur to the 
executors of the same, but by the 
characters of the officials oalennd to 
execute them, and the manner in 
which they have d.scharged ihat duty. 

In giving you my reasous for these 

conclusions, I will take up each one 
separately, and call your attention to 
the written statements before you, in 
connection with such other facts as have 
either come immediately under my 
own @bservations, or from others given 
directly to me. 

I begin with the statement of Mr. 
George B. Chamberlin,internal reverfue 
agent, who, by virtue of his office, 
direeted W. L. Goodwin, a deputy 
United States marshal, to prepare to 
make a raid in the eounties before 
mentioned, say*ng that troops would be 
furnished him, 

The reason he gives for sending the 
troops, and who were sent at his re- 
quest are 

1, That Mr. Goodwin had been at- 
tacked some time previously by some 
parties while in the discharge of his 
duty. AsI heard nothing of this on 
my recent visit to that locality, and as 
Mr. Goodwin did not refer to it at allin 
his first statement, but did so on the 
next day, I can simply refer you to his 
statements as to the facta. 

2 The killing of Emory. The 
Emory case, or the killing of Emorv, a 
citizen of Gilmer county, as stated 
under oath before the coroner, is as 
fullows : 

“A force com posed of Ware, a deputy 

collector, Anglin, Eblin and Early,accom- 
panied by Sergeant Wells with three 
soldiers, started out one night to visit 
certain places in Gilmer county. They 
were sent out with instructions from 
Mr. Blacker, who remained in camp. 
Afier visiting some other places, they 
separated, ordering Sergi. Wells with 
his pariy and a man by the name of 
Jones, asa prisoner, to go off with the 
wagon. This party went to a still- 
house belovging fo a Mr. Emory. They 
found there four men, neighbors of | 
Mr. Emory’s, waiting for daylight, so. as 
togohome. ‘Ihese citizens, Hailford, 
protien y Rogers and Sisson, were 
arrested without a warrant—were not 
“engaged in any way with distilling,and 
-disclaiming any connection with it, 
ve the name of the owner of the 
still-house. They had a guard placed 
over them, and a guard was also placed 
atthe door of .he still-house. Soon 
afterwards, Mr. Emory, whose house 
was about fifty yards distant, having 
been notified that the revenue officers 
were in the NEIGHBORHOOD, ran down 
to his distillery, and was ‘shot dead 
without being notified that any one 
was there. The co ‘pe was dragged 
into fhe creek, and brush and logs 
thrown. over it. The stili was then 
torn down, and the ‘beer and mash tubs 
cut to pieces. Hallford, Leatherwood, 
Rogers and Sisson were handcuffed, and 
marched to Emory’s house. There 
the parties filled two jugs with brandy 
from a keg and left. 

Wells, on meeting Ware, Anglin, 
Eblin and party, reported his capture, 
received their approval, turned over 
his prisoners to Anglin and marched 
up tocamp in Fannin county. 

On the morning of the 15th, Mrs. 
Emory was led to the body of her 
dead husband by seeing his hat float- 
ing in the creek.

Now, the warrants against the man, 
or men, were only for illicit distiliing — 
the house had been searched, as well 
as its surroun(ings; no men w:re 
found in or around it, but some time 
after they returned to it, and closed 
the doors, and just at thetime this 
cursitg and swearing was going on, a 
man or men approached the house, 
and hailing at the door, firing was 
begun, and an United States officer 
was killed 

The approach to this cabin is oyer 
mountains, rough and steep, for four 
miles or more. At Many po.nts along 
this route, one or two men could have 
shot the entire party, on going to and 
from the house, and never have been 
discovered. 

The house is about 12 bv 14 feet, 
neither “chinked nor daubed.” A few 
boards are neiled over some of the 
‘cracks on the inside, leaving some on 
}each sida of the chimney, from three 
to five inches wide, as weil as others at 
different places, through which as 
many as five men could have killed the 
entire party in the house without being 
discovered, No shots were tired at 
the officials, either going to or 
~ ea from the settlement, or 
through the cracks in the house, al- 
thang there was a light in there all 
the time. 

When the door was opened Cor- 
poral Callaway was standing be- 
tween the fire-place and the door— 
not more than five or six feet from the 
door, with his uniform fully exposed to 
view. The lieutenant was standing 
near the opposite aoor, entirely across 
the house—a cover on his cap, and a 
rubber or oil- cloth .coat on, entirely 
hiding his uniform from view. Blacker 
was behind the door. 

lexamined the house closely and 
thoroughly, every 14 inside and out, 
and aiso the floor. Isaw the impres- 
sirn of but one shot; that lookedas if 
made bya pistol, and the ball buried 
itselt about two-thirds its diameter in 
the log, and was taken out, or had f:ll- 
en out itself. An United States army 
official who visited the house after- 
wards saw only this hole, as be told 
me. and another in the rafter, or ridge 
pole of the house. 

Now in yiew of all these facts I sub- 
mit, does this appear as a resistance to 
United States officials. in the dis- 
charge of tbeir duty, (as construed 
by Mr. Chamberlin and others), or as 
the act of an infuriated man, who, re- 
turning to his house at 2 o’clock at 
night, found it filled with strangers, 
heard c1rsing and swearing—a woman 
with six or seven small children, being 
carsed and abused, and, rushing to the 
door, determined to protect them. 

lf the latcer, only the man who did 
the firing is responsible, and ‘t isa 
question for the courts to determine as 
to his guilt or innocence, and in no way 
can the community in which it occurred 
be held blamable for the sad calamity, 
which 1s as sincerely and deeply re- 
gretted by it as by the friends of 
the unfortunate victim. 

5th. Mr. Chamberlin says: “From 
my own observation, I believe that the 
increase in the number of violators of 
the revenue laws has been caused by 
the prevailing opinion among the 
masses of the people (in those locali- 
ties) that there would bea change of 
the administration, and that the laws 
would be revealed, or thata pardon 
would be given to the offenders.” 

As foi this, you can judge yourself 
with the following facts before you: 

Mr. Chamberlin did not; 1 think, 
visit this locality immediately before 
the jast “raid.” The number of the 
violators of the law had not increased, 
but had diminished for a long time pre- 
vious'to said raid, as stated by all the 
citizens there, and as shown positiyely 
by the fact that the majority of those 
recently arrested there, were arrested 
on old warrants—runnifg back one, 
two, and even three yers. But one 
statement, given by any person, sup 
ports him in this assertion, and that is 
mude by deputy marshal Charies Rob- 
bie, who says, (and it was so published, ) 
that about forty stills were captured, 
some destroyed, and others brought to 
Eilijay. 

Now this is positively denied. by ail 
the citizens of the counties visited by 
me, and also by GEO W. WARE, & DEPUTY 
COLLECTOR, the ONLY OFFICER WH  AC- 
COMPANIED THIS EXPEDITION WHO WAS 
CHARGED, UNDER THE LAWS, TO MAKE A 
SEIZURE OR DESTROY PROPERTY. He told 
me that he thought ‘the.e were only 
THREE STILLS in all, captured; two.oi 
these were not being run, aud were 
taken from a Mr. Findley, of Fannin 
county. ‘fhese, as the records uf the 
court in Atlanta show, were returned 
to thé owner, it having been plainly 
shown that they were properly regis- 
tered as not for use. 

As to what people expected from a 
change...of..administration I do not 
know. I néver~during my absence 
asked any man his politics, ani only 
knew, after seeing a statement in the 
papers from an United States official to 
that effect; that a LARGE MAJORITY OF 
THOSE PERSONS RECENTLY ARRESTED

second conclusion,“and refer you to the 
statements of the otticials themse!] ves.

going to show you the MANNER in which 
these officers have discharged their 
duties; and I now proceed to the caR- 
AcTers of the same; andin doing go, I 
will simply refer to them in a _enera! 
way, except in one or two instances. 

You see that a United States com- 
missioner has sold stills, as he siates 
himself; you have the statement of the 
men who bought them, on oath, and 
the names of the parties to whom he 
sold tuem. Nelson Ledford of Pickens 
county, told me he hauled thei trom 
Cartersville to Mr. Glenu’s house in 
the same county. 

You see where a deputy collector 
toox bed clothing from an old lady, and 
slept under or on the same, after it had 
been carried away. This same officer 
contracted bills, at ome place in 
Elljay especially, for forage, board and 
other things, and left without paying 
for them—the bill amounting to a large 
sum. [The man with whom he c )ntrac- 
ted having had to make purchases to 
supply him. As to the truth of this, I 
refer you to Mr. Jarrett of that place, 
who toid me ofit,a d to the United 
States army officers stationed there. 
Various other smaller bills were left 
unpaid. 

I refer you to the conduct of other 
marshals who are mentioned by name 
in several sworn statements — 
especialiy at the house of 
Tom Jones. These statements have 
been fully corroborated by the state- 
ments to me in person, by Deputy 
Collector Ware, and also by that of an 
United States army officer who accom- 
panied them, and who told me that he 
never heard such protanity in nis life 
as in that house, and that he had to 
stop it. 

1 also refer you to the statements in 
regard to the kiliing of hogs, destroy 
ing of property, etc. ; and of those who, 
after having been arrested, made set- 
tlements directly and indirectly with 
the officials. 

A short history as to the THREE sPE- 
CIAL DEPUTIES EMPLOYED FOR THIS RAID, 
AND WHO RECEIVED APPOINTMENTS as 
such, and I will close. 

wW. F M. Greenway, one of them, is 
a citizen of Fannin county. The 
records of tne United States court, iv 
this city, will show that he has been 
one of the most prominent violators of 
the United States revenue laws in the 
state of Georgia. He told me hi:nselt 
that United States District Attorney 
Farrow had told him that he was the 
only man who ever had “gotten away”’ 
with him. There was a warrant for 
his arrest, as he told me, at the time of 
his appointment. The records 
of the United States dictrict 
court here show him to be 
a perjurer. (This I have been told 
by yarious parties, and by a Mr. Find- 
ley,, of Fannin county, who said the 
records were produced in court a few 
days since.) ‘The people say it was at 
his instance that most of the arrests on 
Noon. Tootley and Ticanetley creeks 
were made. 

John Ralston, another of them, is a 
citizen of Fannin county. He also has 
been a most persistent violater of the 
United States revenue laws. He and 
Greenway, witha few otherexceptions, 
are the only ones in this county who 
had been arrested before the last raid. 
The citizens there say that it was 
through him that most of the arrests 
on Fightingtown creek, in same county 
were recently made. 

Juan Angiio is the third, and is a 
citizen of Gilmer county. He has 
been charged with various crimes in 
that county. At present, there is a 
true bill .gainst him for a seriouscrime 
pending before the court at Ellijay. 
This, Iam told by the county officials 
there. I did not see a citizen who 
knew him, or hear a county officer 
speak of him, who did not tell me that 
they would not believe him 
on oath—and that his testimony 
could be impeached before any 
court of justice. The citizens say that 
at his instance many of the recent ar- 
rests in his county have been made. 

In all cases where I have used the 
words United States officials in my re- 
port, 1 do not wish it to be un- 
derstood that 1 refer to the officers 
ot the United States army. 

These officers are solely charged with 
accompanying the mar shals, to perform 
certain duties when called on; and in 
all the localities which I have visited, 
I have been told by those with whom 
they came in contact, either socially or 
officially, that their conduct has been 
always kind. In no instance have I 
heard a statement to the contrary, 
either as to the officess, or the soldiers 
under their command. 

| cannot conclude this already very 
lenguhy report without saying that, 
notwithstanding I went into the coun- 
ties of Gilmer, Fannin and Pickens, 
a perfect stranger, and the people 
in a great state of excitement, I was 
alwas received with the utmost kind- 
ness, and treated with all the hospital- 
ity that one could expect or desire. 

From the time I arrived at 
Eilijay, and. made known the object of 
my visit, every official and citizen there 
exp net only a willingness but a 
degire to help me to put before you a 
true statement of the condition of affairs 
in their county—many men giving up 
business te assist me when I so de- 
Bi 

In this and Fannin counties I spent 
most of my time, as most of the recent 
arrests were made there, But the same 
I have said of Gilmer I most cheerfuily 
repeat as to Fannin and Pickens, with 
one exception in Pickens, and that was 
at the house of A. J. Glenn. This was 
after I hal shown him my authority as 
given me and explained the reasons of 
my visit. As I had never seen him 
before, I can only imagine that the 
position he occupied, as given in the 
statements of Mr. Ho.t and others, was 
the cause, if any, for his having treated 
mein any other way than politely. 

Thanking you for the confidence 
ee have placed in me, in selecting me 

to discharge the responsible duty of 
investigating and reporting to you the

WHAT SECRETARY WARREN SAYS. 

Colonel J. W. Warren the governor's priv te 
secretary, confirmed what the treasurer had 
said The money was paid out of the check 
collected by the governor, which has not yet 
been turned over formally to the state. The 
governor preferred to held the amount until 
the cost of collecting it had been paid, az d then 
turn over the n3t amount to the state. 

Colonel Warren informs us that fifteen thous- 
eod dollars is yet due on thecollection account, 
which is primarily due to the estate of Robcrt 
Baugh I¢ appears, however, that Colonel 
Baugh made a contract with General Henry R. 
Jackson, of the firm of Jackson, Lawton & Bas- 
inger, of Savanvah, in which General J. agreed 
to do certain work, for which he wes 
to receive one-half of Colonel Baugh’s share 
of the fee. Col. Baugh also made some sort of 
contract with Col. Fain, of Catoosa couaty, by 
which Col. Fain was to receive part of Col. 
Baugh's fee. As no understanding has been 
arrived at by which the governor can tell to 
whom the money due Col. Baugh’s estate shall 
be paid, it is still in the hands of tne siate. 

WHAT THE CONTRACT WAS. 

From Col. Warren we aiso learned something 
more of the contract. The original contract 
was made between Col. Baugh and Gov. Bul- 
lock. In this contract it was agreed that Col. 
Baugh should be paid three thousand dollare s 
«# retainer, and twelve per cent cn what he 
should collect. the retainer to be dedu ted from 
the per centage on collection, 

4t the time of the contract between 
Messra. Baugh and Jackson (November 16, 
1876.) which was entered on the books 
vf the state, Gov. Smith added a note to that 
contract agreeing to i., provided the compensa- 
tiou allowed the agents of the state should not 
«xceed twenty five per cent. of the amo int col- 
jected. No other contract has been made. Gov. 
Coiquitt, upon the statement of Mesrs. Alston 
and Garlington that Gov. Smith had agreed that 
t-ey should have twenty-five per cent.,(as we 
understand it,) agreed to pay that percentage 
fur the collection of the claim.
